only gel worse, 

. I myself tried to bo a social drinker 
for years. I also ended up in mental 
institutions, jails, hospitals and 
divorce courts.

Wc all 
accomplish these things without tran- 
quiliicrs or drugs of any kind, Just the 
most insidious drug of all was enough 
to do It — alcohol.
